XIV, to which he was indebted among other things, for cartoons by Le Brun, in- 
cluding the History of Meleager and Atalanta. Others of his more important series 
include the Story of Moses, the Seven Arts, the History of King Clovis, the Story of 
Cleopatra, and the History of Alexander, some in conjunction with his father, as 
well as armorial tapestries and many others. He was married twice, and died in 
1686.

Note: Jean Franz van den Hecke was the son of the distinguished tapestry 
weaver Franz van den Hecke, and conducted one of the most important ateliers 
of tapestry weavers in Brussels, with as many as twenty-one looms. He was 
privileged master in May, 1662 and his important series include the Triumph of 
the Church, with eleven hangings, the Story of Alexander, after Le Brun, the Four 
Elements, now in the Schloss at Wiirzburg, the Four Seasons, and the Story of 
Apollo. Jan Franz van den Hecke was twice married and was succeeded by his 
two sons, Franz and Peter.

Note: Jan van Leefdael, an important Brussels weaver, is recorded as 
master in 1644 in connection with the court of Brussels, and was active in munic- 
ipal office as late as 1680. He entered into partnership with Geraert van der 
Strecken shortly after 1650, and the firm was responsible for a number of important 
tapestry series including the Story of Troy, the History of Scipio, and the History 
of Constantine (which shows a border similar to that of the present tapestry and 
will be found illustrated in H. Gobel, Wandteppiche, 1923, 1, vol. u, pl. 344.) 
The firm was also associated with Heinrich Reydams and E. Leyniers in some of 
their more important commissions. The present tapestry comes from a series of 
eight hangings, the Story of Antony and Cleopatra, of which there are three in 
the Swiss Hall in the Quirinal, Rome, the other five in the Uffizi in Florence.
